For your convenience, the Dual-Deck VCR comes with a 
variety of automatic features: 

Auto Power On 

Power turns on automatically when a tape is inserted into 
either deck or when a Timer Recording starts. 

Auto Power Off 

If you press while Rewinding, Copying, Timer Record- 
ing, One-Touch Recording or using EZ-Copy, the VCR will 
power off automatically when that function is completed. 
The power indicator on the front panel display will blink 
when Auto Power Off is activated.

• Tape Length must be set correctly for this feature to 
work (see page 26).

SinceSP (Standard Play) is the highest 
quality, CPR selects this speed initially. 

• If CPR determines there is not enough time on the tape 
to record the entire Timer Recording, it will automati- 
cally change the speed toEP. Note Recording in EP 
results in slightly lower quality than SP. 



Program Reminder 

Program Reminder shows you a reminder when a show you 
have programmed is about to begi n. Approxi mately 10 
seconds before the event begi ns, you will see a message on 
your screen reading: "SHOW BEGINNING ON CH##'. 

• Program Reminder is activated when you set the Record 
Speed to Reminder (option "4") when setting a Timer 
Recording (see page 28). 

• P rogram Remi nder does not record the program. 
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Timer Record Errors 



If there is a problem with your Timer Recording, you will 
see one of the foil owing error messages on your On-Screen 
Display: 

• TAPE MISSING TAB -The record safety tab is missing 
on your videotape. To record, you must cover the tab 
with cellophane tape. 

• TAPE MISSING -Thereis no videotape in therecording 
deck. To record, you must i nsert a tape. 

Timer Record Priorities 

If you accidentally set the Timer to record different events (on 
different channels) at the same time, your Dual-Deck VCR 
prioritizes these events accordi ng to the fol lowi ng rules: 

X Priority is given to the event with the earliest starting 
time. An event in progress will not be interrupted by an 
event with a later starting time. 

2 Priority is given to the event with the lowest event 
number. If Event 1 and Event 2 start at the same time, 
the Dual -Deck VCR will record Event 1. 

3 If there is time remaining on the later event when the 
earlier event is completed, then the later event will be 
recorded.

Videotape Editing 



Two decks make editing your videos quick and easy. Choose 
from the fol I owi ng two editi ng methods: 

• Automatic Assembly Editing - This method is great for 
"cleaning up" home camcorder recordings. Mark the 
begi nni ng and endi ng poi nts of each desi red scene (up to 8 
at a time), and your Dual-Deck VCR assembles the scenes 
automatically (see below). 

• Sync Editing -This method is ideal for assembling video 
cl i ps from several tapes onto one tape. E dit each scene 
manually with a little help from the |copytape| button (page 33).

Automatic Assembly Editing 

Preparing an Edit List 

The key to making clean, quality edits is planning. Carefully 
review your source tape before you edit: 

X I nsert your source tape i nto Deck 1. 

2 Rewind the tape to the beginning. 

3 Press the [cLK/cTR| key on your remote control until you see 
the tape counter on the Front Panel Display. 

4 Press clear | to reset the tape counter to zero. 

Note The tape counter automatically resets to 0:00:00 when 
you i nsert a tape. Remember to rewi nd the source tape 
and reset the counter to zero every time you insert it 
to ensure consistent tape counter readi ngs. 

5 Carefully review your source tape, using the Play, Still 
and Picture Search features. Think about which scenes 
to include in your final copy, and which to leave out. 

6 As you are doing this, writedown the tape counter 
positions for the beginning and ending of each scene on 
the source tape, and a brief description of what is 
happening in the scene.

Automatically Remove 
Commercials 




Press skip | while a Copy is in progress and 
your Dual-Deck VCR will automatically 
execute a 1 minute Sync Edit. Press skip | 
2 to 5 times to execute a 2 to 5 minute Sync 
Edit. This is ideal for removing commercials 
while making a copy. 



Making Quality Edits 

It is not uncommon for "glitches" to occur during a manual 
assembly edit, usually at the end of a scene that is being 
recorded over old material. 

This happens because the VCR's full erase head (which 
erases the video, audio and control tracks) is always a few 
seconds behind the recording heads. You may see a vibrating 
rainbow of color in the middle of the picture and sound can 
become unstable for a few seconds. 

To improve the quality of your edits: 

• Record with pref or matted tape - You can format a 
tape by recording the Aux input with no signal over the 
entire tape. First, unplug any device connected to your 
Front A/V Inputs. Next, tune the channel to "00". Finally, 
record the blank signal over the entire tape. 

• Overlap your edits - Always copy the source tape 3-4 
seconds beyond the end of each scene. This hel ps account 
for pre-rol I when you edit the next scene.

Cable Converter Box Hookup 

Use this hookup if you have a converter box with your cable 
system and you want to watch and record any cable channel 
to which you subscribe. Note: You will not be ableto watch a 
second channel while recording a cable channel. 

X Connect the Cable to your Converter Box - Attach 
the cablethat comes out of your wall to the input connec- 
tion on the back of your cable converter box. 

2 Connect the Converter Box to your VCR - Attach the 
cable supplied with your cable converter box from the 
output connection on the back of your cable converter box 
to the ANT. IN connection on the back of your VCR. 

3 Connect the VCR to your TV- Attach the supplied RF 
Coaxial Cable from the TV OUT connection on the back 
of the VCR totheVHF IN or CABLE IN connection on 
the back of your TV. 

4 Turn on the Power for your VCR, TV and converter box. 

5 Set the Channel on the front display panel of your 
Dual -Deck VCR to 2, 3 or 4. Call your cable company to 
find out which of these channels to use. 

Note: With this hookup you must always keep your 
Dual-Deck VCR tuned to the same channel, 
and use the converter box to change channels 
(even for Timer Recordings). 

6 Set the VCR back panel switch to channel 3 or 4, 
choosing the one that you did NOT use for your cable 
system i n step 5. 

7 Set your TV to the same channel used i n step 6 above.

Use this hookup if you have a converter box with your cable 
system and you want to be able to watch a second channel 
while recording a TV program. Note: With this hookup you 
can watch scrambled channels, but you won't be able to 
record them. 

X Connect the Cable to your VCR - Attach a coaxial 
cable from the outlet in your wall totheANT. IN connec- 
tion on the back of your Dual-Deck VCR. 

2 Connect the VCR to your Converter Box - Attach the 
supplied RF coaxial cable from the TV OUT connection 
on the back of your Dual-Deck VCR to "I nput" on the 
back of your cable converter box. 

3 Connect the Converter Box to your TV - Attach an 
RF Coaxial Cable from the "Output" connection on the 
back of the converter box to the CABLE IN connection on 
the back of your TV. 

4 Turn your TV to channel 2, 3 or 4- Whichever is used 
by your cable system. 

5 With all three devices turned on, Tune your Converter 
Box to Channel 3 and push the |menu| key. You should 
see a menu. 

6 Press quit | to exit the menu system. 

Note With theTVA/CR button set to VCR, you should 
see the channel that the VCR is tuned to. With 
TVA/CR set to TV, you should see the channel 
that the cable converter box is tuned to. 
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This hookup requires you to use different procedures for 
watchi ng and recordi ng TV programs than the procedures 
described elsewhere in this Dual-Deck VCR User's Guide. 



To view any basic or premium channel: 

X Set your Dual-Deck VCR's TV/VCR selector to TV (or 
turn off your VCR). 

2 Set theTV to channel 2, 3 or 4, whichever is used by 
your cable system. 

3 Select the desired channel to view on the cable con- 
verter box. 

To record and view a basic channel: 

X Set the TV/VCR selector to VCR on your Dual-Deck VCR. 

2 Set theTV to channel 2, 3 or 4, whichever is used by 
your cable system. 

3 Set the cable box to channel 3 or 4, whichever is used as 
your VCR output. 

4 Select the desired channel to view on the Dual-Deck 
VCR. Start the recordi ng (see page 25). 

To record a basic channel while watching any 
other basic or premium channel: 

X Set the TV/VCR selector to VCR on your Dual-Deck VCR. 

2 Set theTV to channel 2, 3 or 4, whichever is used by 
your cable system. 

3 Set the Dual-Deck VCR to the channel you wish to 
record. Start the recordi ng (see page 25). 

4 Set the TV/VCR selector on the VCR to TV. 

5 Use the cable converter box to select the channel you 
want to watch. 
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Audio Connections

on your Stereo System 

You can connect your Dual-Deck VCR to your stereo system 
and hear tapes and TV programs with improved sound 
quality. 

X Attach an RCA cable from the Audio Out jack on the 
back of your Dual-Deck VCR to one of the Audio I n jacks 
on your stereo receiver. 

2 On your stereo receiver, select the appropriate input 
("VCR", 'Tape" or "Aux"). 

3 Turn on your Dual-Deck VCR, TV and stereo system and 
enjoy improved sound quality with your TV programs 
and prerecorded movies. 



\fyou have a TV with separate 
audio input jacks, you can connect 
the Dual-Deck VCR audio output to 
your TV inputs and enjoy improved 
sound quality.

Enjoy Improved Picture 
and Sound Quality 

Monitor styleTVs offer improved picture and sound quality 
over standard TVs because they receive the video and audio 
signal directly from the VCR. 

If you have a monitor styleTV, or if your TV has separate 
video and audio input connections: 

X Attach RCA cabl es from theRearAudioandVi deo 

Outputs on the back of your Dual-Deck VCR totheAudio 
and Video I nputs on your monitor TV. 

2 To view the VCR output on the monitor, switch the 
monitor to "Video," "Aux" or "Line." Refer to your 
monitor's owner's manual for the correct setting. 

Notes: 

• When you use the Rear Audio and Video Outputs instead 
of the OUT TO TV connection, the |tv/vcr| button has no 
effect. But it still switches the antenna to any device 
attached to OUT TO TV. 

• A monitor styleTV is not the same as a computer monitor. 
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Connecting Other Video Equipment 




You can connect a variety of additional video equi pment to 
your Dual-Deck VCR, including: 

• Another VCR • Satellite Receiver 

• Laser Disc Player • Video Game 

• Video Camera • DVD Player 

• Camcorder • & more! 

X Connect the Video Equipment to your VCR -Attach 
RCA cables from the AA/ outputs on the additional video 
equipment to the A N inputs on the front panel of your 
VCR. 

2 To Watch the input from other video equipment, set the 
channel toAUX. You may do this manually by entering 
"00" or by usi ng the CH +/- keys. 

To Record from other video equi pment, set the channel to 
AUX and press |record| . 

To Timer Record from other video equi pment, set the 
channel in the Timer Record Menu to "00". The word 
AUX will appear on theOn-Screen Display in place of 
the channel number. 

5 To Record from a Camcorder, set the camcorder to 
Play mode. Set the channel to "00" (AUX) and press 

|record] . 

Notes: If your other equipment is stereo, you may 

wish to combine the left and right signals prior 
to plugging into the Dual-Deck VCR. Choose 
"mono" output on the other equipment, or 
contact your local electronics supplier for other 
options.

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Helpful Information 

Frequently Asked Questions 



"I'm not getting a picture." 

Makesurethe TV/VCR selection is set to VCR (the VCR icon 
on the Front Panel Display should be on). If not, you can 
select TV/VCR with the remote control or with the button on 
the front panel. Also make sure your TV is set to the same 
channel (3 or 4) as the switch on the back of your VCR. 



'The picture is bad." 

If the picture is bad while watching the VCR and your TV is 
set to channel 3 or 4, try adjusting the fine tuning on your 
TV. You may also try changing the output channel of the 
VCR (if it's set to 3 change it to 4 or vice versa). Then make 
sure your TV is set to the same channel . 

If the picture is bad while watching TV on a channel (as 
opposed to watching the VCR with the TV set on channel 3 
or 4), makesurethe VCR is in TV mode. 

If the picture is bad while playing a tape, try manually 
adjusting the Tracking control (the "2" and "3" keys on the 
remote control), or the Picture control (the "5" and "6" keys). 
It may be that the video heads are dirty; try cleaning the 
heads with a nonabrasive head cleaning tape. Remember, 
you can always check to make sure the tape is OK by 
playing it in the other deck. 



"I can't record from my TV." 

When the VCR is in VCR mode and your TV is set to 
channel 3 or 4, you should beabletoview the desired 
channel on your TV. If you have a cable converter box, make 
sure the VCR is tuned to the cable converter box output 
channel. 
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"I can't Timer Record." 



Make sure that your Dual-Deck VCR's clock is set to the 
correct time. Double check the AM/PM setting. If you havea 
cable converter box, make sure the Timer Record channel 
setting in the DECK 2 TIMER RECORDING menu is set to 
the cable converter box output channel (2, 3 or 4) and the 
cable box is set to the channel you want to record. 



"My remote control isn't working." 

There are several things which could cause your remote 
control not to function properly. First, make sure you are 
ai mi ng the remote control di rectly at the VCR. M ake sure 
there are no obstacles between the remote control and the 
VCR so the "beam" is not obstructed. The signal from the 
remote can sometimes be obstructed if a very strong light 
source, such as sunl ight, fal Is on the front panel of the VCR. 
Finally, make sure the batteries in your remote control are 
fresh and installed properly. 

"When I use Copy Tape, my tapes are recorded at 

a speed other than what was set." 

In the COPY TAPE SETTINGS menu, check to see if Speed 
Matching is on. When this feature is on, the recording speed 
of a copy will be set to the speed of the source tape. I f you 
want to change the speed at which the tape is being copied, 
turn this feature off and set the Deck 2 Record Speed toSP 
or E P usi ng the remote control . 

"When I use Copy Tape or put a tape 

into record, the tape ejects." 

Make sure there is a record safety tab on your tape. If the 
tab is missing, you can pi ace a small piece of transparent 
tape over the hole. This wi 1 1 al low you to copy or record onto 
the tape. 

"Sometimes the tape begins to play or 

rewind when I don't want it to." 

This Dual-Deck VCR can automatically play a tape (with no 
record safety tab in place) whenever you load it, and it will 
automatically rewind the tape when it reaches the end. 
Auto Play/Rewind can be turned on or off via theAuto Play/ 
Rew selection in the VCR SETTINGS menu. 

When EZ-COPY in the COPY TAPE SETTINGS menu is on, 
both decks will automatically rewind before recording when 
you start a copy tape procedure. This process can be dis- 
abled by pushing the STOP key on Deck 2. 
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"My On-Screen Display has a message 

that says ERROR." 

This means the VCR has had difficulty with the tape 
mechanism. To reset, turn the power off and then on again. 
If this does not clear the error, unplug the VCR from the 
wall outlet and inspect both tape slots for foreign objects, or 
for jammed or crooked tapes. 

"Sometimes, I can't Eject a tape 

using my remote control." 

Make sure Remote Eject is turned on under the VCR 
SETTINGS menu. 

If there is scene information in the Scene Edit List from an 
Automatic Assembly Edit, Deck lwill not allow you to eject 
the tape using the remote control. This is because if you 
eject the tape, you wi 1 1 lose your scene programmi ng. I f you 
sti 1 1 want to eject the tape, you can do so by usi ng the 
|stop/eject| key on the front panel— this will erase all your Edit 
List settings— or you can clear all scenes in the Edit List 
manually. 



"I can't reset the Deck 1 tape counter." 

If there is scene information in the Scene Edit List from an 
Automatic Assembly Edit, you will not be able to reset the 
Deck 1 tape counter. This is to prevent you from losing your 
scene programming. To clear unwanted programming, eject 
the tape from Deck 1 using the front panel Stop/Eject key. 



"My VCR doesn't work." 

A strong static electricity shock or other unforeseen circum- 
stances may cause the control system of your Dual-Deck 
VCR to lock up. To reset the control system, first unplug the 
power cord from the wall outlet for 10 seconds and plug it in 
again. If this doesn't restoreall operations to normal, 
unplug it again for 15 minutes. You will then need to reset 
the clock (if the clock is still set, you haven't unplugged it 
long enough). If these steps do not correct the problem, the 
Dual-Deck VCR must be serviced by an authorized service 
center. 



"I can't bring up the Edit List assembly menu." 

The VCR must have a tape in Deck 1 for the Edit List to 
appear because a tape is required to do any editing. Edit 
List is not available during Copy Tape. 
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"Why aren't the Counters moving?" 



If the VCR is playing an unrecorded or blank tape, the 
counter cannot operate. The VCR rel ies on the control track 
that i s al ways recorded onto the vi deo tape to provi de 
counter information. 



"Why can't I get a Menu or an On-Screen Display?" 

If the VCR is playing an unrecorded or blank tape, the VCR 
cannot produce on-screen data to be displayed. Stop the 
tape or record on it to allow the On-Screen Display to 
resume. 



"Why do I get a blue screen?" 

If the VCR's tuner cannot receive a normal synchronized 
signal, it will display a blue screen in its place. Double 
check your antenna connections or channel setup. 



'The Power indicator is blinking." 

Your Dual-Deck VCR is in Auto Power Off mode. If you 
press the Power button while rewinding, copying, Timer 
Recording, One-Touch Recording or using EZ-Copy, your 
VCR will automatically turn off when that function is 
completed. Pressing the Power button toggles Auto Power 
On and Off.
